While tho names are similar, 
the Jupiter fy rrdically different 
from the Army's Jupiter-C 
missile which hurled the Ex- 
plorer satellite into orbit on

Ships launched and de-

renched a new peak in 
1957 and the tonnage

port by the Swedish 
Shipbuilding Association 
on the activities of its 
nfliliated yards, 


Launchings totalled 81 ships 
with an ngegregate tonnoge of 
670,000. gross tons (1,001,000 
{ons deadweight), while dee 
liveries amounted to 82 vessels, 
aggregating 640,000 gross tons 
(954,000 tons deadweight). 

Seventy per cent of deliveries 
were for foreign owners, mainly 
Norwegian shipping companics, 
which. received 32 vessels aggre- 
gating 345,000 gross tons. 

Of the total tonnage launched, 
50.5 per cent were tankers: 22 
ehips aggregating 379,000 gross 
tons, includ.ng nino tankers, of 
more than 30,000 dendwelght 
tons each. 

New orders for about 60 ships 
totalling about 1 milifon gross 
tons were obtained In 1937, al- 
thourh o steep decline in order 
frequency was noted during the 
Intter half of the year, following 
the depressed situation on the 
freight market. 

The large order book of 3.7 
million gross tons will, however, 
safeguard employment at the 
big yards for several years 
ahead. 

The expansion schemes al- 
‘ready decided on by the yards 
nre proceeding according to plan 
and will require investments of 
about Kr. 100 millton (just over 
£6 million).
